Through the magnitude which the 


stock raising industry is assuming, it 
bids fair to supersede nil others—even 
that of mining—in this State. But the 
best results can be accomplished by 
feeding during the Winter months, 
•which -will of course necessitate the 
possession of extensive hay ranches. 
Hitherto the loss in calves has averaged, 
froia 15 to 20'per cent, per annum, ac- 
cording to the severity of tho Winter. 
That loss, though serious, •was not re- 
garded as of very great importance a 
few years ngo,'when cattle were nol 
•worth one-third of their present market 
price. But now, when every hundred 
pounds of beef represents $8 to $10, 
owners of stock' recognize the advan- 
tage.of feedjng;|and even farmers who 
do not possess, herds themselves find 
hay the most profitable crop that they 
can 
raise. 
This 
is 
especially

case 
in ' Humboldt 
county 


One extensive farmer residing iu that 
district recently told the writer that he 
intended to put the whole of hia land in 
hay during the ensuing season, as ha 
could in .the Pall of the year purchase 
calves at from $10 to $15 per head from 
extensive stock-owners who (not having 
the means of feeding) preferred selling 
at low figures to risking the loss a se- 
vere Winter would entail. In three 
years' time, if the present high price of 
beef holds, as is likely, each of those 
calves would be worth from $65 to $70. 
Feeding his hay to them is equivalent 
to selling it at $12 per ton—aoonsidera- 
blv larger profit than can be made from 
any other crop -with the same amount 
of labor. Stock-owners, who of course 
recognize this fact, are leaking strenu- 
ous efforts to acquire oil available 
farming land, with the mtention of 
raising nothing but hay, aud it is 
an important question 
if 
it would 


not 
bo to the advantage 
of 
the 


State 
if the land were 
held 
in 


large 
blocks 
by -wealthy 
individ- 


uals, or companies owning extensive 
herds of cattle. The bulk of Nevada's 
land is worthless except for stock-rais- 
ing, and as our extensive and magnifi- 
cent Summer ranges can only be prop- 
erly utilized by feeding during the Winter 
the small farmers, who hold 100 or 200 
acres of land, cannot keep sufficient 
stock to enable them to pay help for 
looking after them daring the Summer 
months. On the other hand the owners 
of large herds who would derive the 
benefit of the Summer ranges must pos- 
sess the means of feeding during the 
Winter. Therefore it would seem to be 
a wise policy for the owners of small 
tracts to consolidate whenever they can 
as rapidly as possible, before some Eng- 
lish or Scotch Lord or "syndicate" of 
capitalists comes along and crowds them 
out of business. 
With proper utiliza- 


tion of her gifeat natural advantages 
Nevada would at once take the first 
rank among the stock-producing re- 
giona of the Pacific coast. 


Dolph has introduced in the Senate 


a bill amending the act of Jane 3, 1878, 
re lating to the sale of timber lands in 
California, Oregon, Nevada, and Wash- 
ington Territory.

Garfielcl did a very graceful and a very 
sensible thing in asking John Randolph 
Tucker, of Virginia, to 
act at the 


guardian of her infant children during 
their legal minority. 
Graceful, because 


Tucker was ona of Garfield's truest 
friends; sensible, because a better man 
could not have been found for that re- 
sponsible position. When Tucker came 
up from his professorship in 'The TJna- 
Tersity/ as the Virginians call it, n brill- 
iant, scholarly, 
big-hearted, olcl-fnah- 


loned Virginia gentleman, to sit in tho 
House ot Representatives, he sought 
out the more cultivated among his col- 
leagues and made them his friends. 
This was not difficult, for no one ever 
'knew him long without loving him. 
Among them all he found no one so 
congenial as Garfield. Although they 
diffeietl diametrically in most things, 
yet they had much in common. Gar- 
field was a big-brained, big-hear(ed boy 
his enthusiasm tempered only by his 
culture. 
Morally weak and unfitted by 


nature and by education for politics, he 
wus socially a unost, charming compan- 
ion, and intellectually a rarely well-cul- 
tivated man. Tacker was personally 
as delighted as Garfield, excelling him 
in his ability to tell a good story, and 
was intellectually his peer in every re- 
spect. At the same time, he was mor- 
ally strong, as honest as he was fearless 
although he wus no better equipped for 
political life than Garfield. 
Of course 


their political views differed in toto. 
Tucker was a State Bights man; Gar- 
field was a Nationalist. Tucker was a 
revenue reformer; Garfield, though at 
heart Ife was a revenue leformer, bowsd 
to the will of the party bosses and 
avowed himself a protectionist. 
But 


one day, after their friendship had be- 
come a fact, Gsrneld came over to Tuck- 
er's desk on the Democratic side of the 
House, and said: 'Tucker, you know I 
am a Protectionist, but I want that 
theie should be free trado hereafter be- 
tween you and me in matters literary.' 
'With all my heart," responded Tucker, 
and from that time to the day of Gar- 
field's death they were tne closest 
friends. 
They both loved literature — 


all letters, ancient and modern, but, 
perhaps, most of all, Greek and Latin 
classics. Every day they managed to 
steal time from even the most engross- 
ing of their legislative duties for an ex- 
cursion into those ever-blooming fields. 
Sometime!) they met in the library, 
sometimes in a committee-room, or 
again ou|the floor of the House itself. 
Ralher au odd growth in snob a volcanic 
soil. Tucker relates that ouee, during 
ome of these expeditions into the classic 
shades, Garfield asked him whether 
he knew where our national motto 'E 
Pluribus Unum,' oaine from. Tusker 
wan obliged to admit that he did not. 
'Well,' said Garfield, 'it comes Irc'i a 
description in Horace of the preparation 
of a Roman salad,' and he turned to it. 
Sure enough there was a list of the in- 
gredients, with the remark that the 
product was 'E Pluribus Unum' — 'one 
of 
many,' 
'I hope 
you 
observe, 


Tucker,' said Nationalist Garfield, 'tuat 
the product waa 'one' — 'Unum.' ' -Yes,' 
said State Bights Tucker, 'and I hope 
you observe, Garfield, that it was 'of 
many" — 'E Pluribua.' ' So both got a 
laugh out of it. This pleasant and lit- 
erary partnership continued up to the 
time that Garfield waa nominated for

In April, 1883, plaintiffs, thec and 


now citizens of the State of California, 
residing at the city of San Francisco, 
brought this action in -the Seventh: Dis- 
trict Ooiirt, for the, .county of:'. ;W.ashoe, 
State , of- Nevada,:. against ,defendant, 
then and now a resident of said county, 
to recover $1,188 04 on account of goods 
by . them sold and . delivered to de- 
fendant, at said city of San Francisco, 
on or about October 8, 1881. By an 
amended camplaint, duly filed, plaintiffs 
reduced tbeir demand on the same 
cauae of action to the,sum of $1,060 76, 
and prayed judgment accordingly. De- 
fendant demurred to the amended com- 
plaint, and pending that demurrer the 
case was removed to this Court. 


In this Court the demurrer was over- 


ruled,1 and defendant given time to 
plead. Thereupon defendant filed his 
answer in this Court, setting up his 
discharge in insolvency under the State 
statute, duly issued and granted July 
28, 1883, by the said District Court of 
Washoe County, and that the same was 
so granted while this action was pend- 
ing in said Court, and that plaintiffs' 
demand waa included in said discharge. 
:; To. this answer plaintiff* de.mnr on 
the ground, that the. matters so pleaded 
constitute no defence to. this action.

Upon the argument of this demurrer 


it was admitted, that plaintiffs did not 
appear ia, said insolvency proceedings, 
instituted by defendant, did not prove 
their, demand against defendant, or in 
uny way share or participate in the dis- 
tribution of any estate, by defendant, 
surrendered for, the benefit of his cred- 
itors.

tinder nu insolvent will not bar an'ac- 
tion, brought by a citizen of another 
State on a contract made with him." 


The fact that plaintiffs were prose- 


cuting this action;, in the State Court, 
at the time and in' the same Court 
which 
granted the 
discharge here 


pleaded, is of no consequence. That 
fact,could not give.the State Court juris- 
diction over plaintiffs in. the insolvency 
proceedings, - and any order of that 
Court made in such proceedings, affect- 
ing plaintiffs' in this action, was void. 
(20 How., 170; Hyde et al. vs. Stone, 
14 Peters, 67.) 


In Hills et al. vs, Carlton, 74 Me., 


156, plaintiffs, citizens of Massachu- 
setts brought suit, upon an account, 
against defendant, a citizen of Maine, 
in the State. Court. After suit was 
brought, and while same was pending, 
defendant procured his discharge in in- 
solvency, and pleaded the same in de- 
fense of plaintiffs' action. It was held 
to be no bur to plaintiffs' right of re- 
covery 


In Sturges vs. Crowninshield, supra, 
the Court say: "Every bankrupt or in- 
solvent system iu the world must par- 
take of the character of a judicial inves- 
tigation.) Parties whose . rights are 
'affected are entitled to •a''-hearing. 
Hence, any bankrupt or, insolvent sys- 
tem professes to summon the creditors 
before some tribunal to show cause 
again'st1 granting a discharge to the 
.bankrupt;- But on what principle can a 
citizen of another State be forced into 
the Courts of a State for this investiga- 
tion? The judgment to be passed is to 
prostrate his rights, and on the subject 
of those rights the Constitution exempts 
him from* the jurisdiction of the State 
tribunals, without regard to. the.place 
where the contract may originate." 


The case of Bedell et al. vs. Soruton, 


54 Vt., 493, is, directly in point on this 
subject. 


The Court say: "It must now be re- 


garded as settled beyond question that 
^.discharge granted by a State Court of 
insolvency is no bar to tha claim of a 
non-resident cr«ditor, who does not take 
part in the insolvency proceedings or 
submit himself in any way to the juris- 
diction of the insolvency tribunal; nor 
is the rule affected by the place where 
the contract is made or to be per- 
formed, or the forum in which it is 
sought to be .enforced. The debt at- 
tends the person of tho creditor, and 
unless he is within the jurisdiction of 
the Court, no discharge granted by it 
can affect his rights. It is a question 
of citizenship, and State Courts and 
State laws are powerless to affect the 
rights of non-resident creditors by any 
jurisdiction they may have or exercise 
over the person of the debtor, or :any 
proceedings in rem. 'affecting the debt 
itself."
